The Pennsbury Joint School 


Board was told last night that 


“ keeping up with the Joneses” 


might cost the district $185,000. 


H. Russell Brown, joint board 
President, said the study com- 
mittee tor the new high school, 
vdiich has been considering a 


swimming pool, has come up 
up with that figure for the pool 
complex: the pool, the building, 
and facilities. 


Me said the committee had not 
decided definitely on the pool, 
but he conceded it was “ a m at­ 
ter of keeping 
up 
with 
the 
Joneses since other Lower Bucks 
schools have pools.” 


The Lower Bucks Schools have 


pools — Woodrow Wilson High 
School, Bristol Township, and 
Neshaminy’s 
C a r l 
Sandburg 
School, Middletown Township. 


Brown 
said 
the 
committee 
must now investigate operating 
costs before making a recom­ 
mendation. The pool building, he 
said, would be built adjacent to 
the main building 
and 
would 
house other physical education 
facilities. 


The high school is to be built 
in Fairless Hills on the site of 
the William 
Pcnn-Medill 
Bair 
complex. 


Auditorium, Gym 


Brown said the committee was 
also considering an auditorium 
with 1,000 
seats, 
a 
2.000-seat 
gymnasium, 
and 
a 
cafeteria 
vending system similar to that. 
of Horn and Hardart. 


The gymnasium, of between 


11.250 and 12,500 square feet, 
would have collapsible bleachers 
and could 
be partitioned into 
three teaching areas. The state 
mandates four such “ teaching 
stations” for a 1,000-pupil high 
school, Brown said, but the pool 
would count as the fourth sta­ 
tion. 


The number of classrooms has 
been tentatively decided on. but 
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was not revealed by Brown. 


Brown said the vending sys­ 
tem was “ in theory, worthy of 
considering.” He said it would 
speed up issuance of meals. “ But 
we’re concerned about costs,” 
he added. 


The cost of the building, he 
revealed, would be between $3.5 
million and $4 million dollars, 
based on $17.50 a square foot 


for a 125,000 square foot struc­ 


ture, plus facilities. 


Brown said the architect would 


have plans 
drawn 
up 
within 


three 
and 
eight 
months,

“closer to three.” 


He added that the study com ­ 


mittee should have definite rec­ 


ommendations by the December 
meeting.

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Man Believed Dead, Rescued From Tank Car

After rescue workers abandoned hope for a man 
trapped for more than three hours inside a tank 
car trailer filled with suffocating naptha-asphalt 
fumes in Cinnaminson Township, N.J., yesterday, 
Richard P. Goldsberry, 38, of Neptune, regained 
conscious and pulled himself to an opening where 
he was spotted. 


The incident occurred at the rear of the A. 
Pierce Gregg Paint Co. in East Riverton, where the 


tank truck was scheduled to pick up a load of 
asphalt derivative for delivery to the Florence 
Pipe Foundry. Goldsberry had entered the tank 
about 9 a.m. to free a jammed discharge valve 
when he was overcome. A truck fleet operator, 
Goldsberry owns the tank wagon. 
Compressed Air Used 
At 12:30 p.m., rescuers, who believed the victim 
to be dead, were preparing to recover the body as 
fumes in the tank were finally dissipated, by means 
of compressed air and an exhaust fan. 
Elton Shedaker, chief of the Parry Rescue 


Squad, was startled lo see the victim’s head appear 
through a 20-inch opening separating compartments 
in the tank. Shedaker shouted for aid and was im­ 
mediately joined by John Aydelotte, who had enter­ 
ed the tank in an earlier attempt, and Howard 
Dreby, deputy chief, Palm yra Fire Co.
